Holstein breeders in the southeastern 
states put on a nice exhibiton of Black 
and Whites at the Second Annual At- 
lantic Rural Exposition at Richmond, 
Va., October 8th.

Fitting and showing was a new ex- 
perience for many of the exhibitors from 
Virginia, West Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, each of which states were represent- 
ed with a state herd, and they made a 
grand showing against the more expe- 
rienced invaders from Maryland and Del- 
aware. 


“enior and grand champion bull was 
a Canadian-bred grandson of Governor 


of Carnation, Governor Pabst, owned and 
proudly exhibited by A. W. Hawkins, 
Culpeper, Va. The “aged” bull class 
included all bulls 2 years and over, with 
eight head shown. Ira Ifert & Sons, 
Middletown, Md., was second with their 
son of “Golden Cross” from Dunloggin 
Mistress Della. The Hawkins bull won 
largely on his superb condition, which 
gave him an advantage of smoothness 
over the rest of the class. 


Frank Remsberg of Middletown, Md., 
showed the senior and grand champion 
female, Brook Lodge Matador Burke 
Carroll, Ist prize 4-year-old, and daugh- 
ter of Dunloggin Matador Della.

During the war years Canada developed an organized system 
of Black & White Shows, starting at the local level and build- 
ing up to the championship shows, with the All-Canadian se- 
lections as the finale.

The show of sale cattle and free buffet- 


dinner the evening before were highly 
sucecssful. G. E. “Eddie” Gordon, Dairy 
Extension Specialist, University of Calli- 
fornia, gave a splendid demonstration of 
the correlation of type and_ production 
before the cattle were judged on the 
Danish system. Because of the uniformity 
of quality and type of the cattle selected 
most of them fell into the “blue pre- 
mium” group very easily. A few that lack- 
ed condition and an udder or two that 
were slightly off were awarded “red pre- 
miums.” Judge Gordon did not place a 
single animal in the “white premium” 
group. 

None of the champion awards were an- 
nounced until ofter the sale was over. 
The purpose being to hold the crowd 
until the last animal was sold and to 
bring up the general sale average rather 
than to have a high selling individual or 
two. The reasoning of the sale commit- 
tee in inaugurating this type of program 
proved sound because practically no one

and the $569.54 sale average is the high- 
est yet obtained in this series of annual 
sales.

The Edenland sale at Culver, Indiana, 
on October 8th attracted a crowd of 
around 500 with breeders present from 
all the surrounding states. All the success- 
ful bidders were from Indiana with the 
exception of Maytag, taking two of the 
Eden daughters back to Iowa, and Gene 
Scarborough, FFA club boy, taking an 
Eden granddaughter back to Roberts, 
Illinois. 

This was an innovation in public sales 
and was featured by 27 daughters of 
Posch Ormsby Fobes Eden, 9 of these 
daughters from the John A, Newman and 
Sons herd and the remainder from J. 
Dick Newman and the other Edenland 
breeders, 21 consignors in all. The sale 
was a real tribute to the breed promotion- 
al work that had been done by the New- 
mans in advancing the blood of the Eden 
sire, whereby the entire group of Holstein 
breeders in that section has been greatly 
benefitted. 


Top selling animal was Ivy Bower Enid 
from the T. H. Blosser consignment and 
she was purchased by Samuel Mohler of 
Syracuse, Ind. Dr. Clarence Schulz of 
La Grange secured the Blackie heifer 
from the John Newmans at $1050. She 
had made a 2 year old record of 546 lbs.

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Comparative Rates of Production of 


Different Breeds of Dairy Cattle 


By E. G. MISNER 


The indicated production of 1,616 
herd sires in Dairy Herd Improvement 
Associations for the year 1945 made by 
comparing the production records of 
daughters with their dams has been pub- 
lished.1. There were 68 Ayrshire, 47 
Brown Swiss, 354 Guernsey, 820 Holstein, 
303 Jersey, 7 Red Dane and 17 Shorthorn 
bulls. The production data for the 
daughters of those sires by breeds, to- 
gether with that for their dams, are given 
in Table 1. 

The milk and fat production of the 
daughters of these 1,616 sires averaged 
less than their dams. The data indicated 
that the daughters produced 178 pounds 
less milk than their paired-dams, 2 
pounds less fat, 32 therms less energy 
with a value of $5 per cow less. The milk 
of daughters, however, averaged 0.05% 
fat more than their paired-dams. 

The decrease in milk production of the 
daughters from that of their dams for six 
breeds ranged from 336 pounds for Ayr- 
shires to 120 pounds for Holsteins. In 
the case of Red Danes, however, there 
was an increase of 414 pounds (table 1). 
The indicated changes in fat production 
of the paired-daughters from their dams 
was more evenly divided. For three 
breeds, Holstein, Red Dane and Short- 
horn, there were increases ranging from 
2 to 28 pouds fat. For the other four 
breeds the decreases ranged from 1 to 7 
pounds. 

The indicated decrease in the energy 
value of the product of the paired-daugh- 
ters from their dams ranged from 40 
therms for Brown Swiss to 79 for Ayr- 
shires. In the case of Holsteins there was 
no change and for Shorthorns and Red 
Danes there were increases. 


The decreases in the commercial value 
of the product with the milk computed 
at $4.00 per one hundred pounds of milk 
of 3.5 test and a price differential of 6 
cents for 0.1 per cent of fat contained in 
the milk up or down from 3.5 varied 
from $11 for Ayrshires to $0 for Short- 
horns. In the case of Red Danes there 
was an increase of $24. 


The percentage of fat of the daughters 
over their dams was the most consistent 
factor. For every breed the fat test of 
the milk of the daughters was higher. It 
ranged from +0.05 per cent for Holsteins 
to +0.16 per cent for Shorthorns. 

The Holstein-Friesian, the largest of the 
dairy breeds, had the highest average pro- 
duction. Considering the production in 
calories of energy of 6,610 paired-daugh- 
ters of 820 sires of that breed as 100, the 
production of the paired daughters of the 
Brown Swiss sires was 92%, of the Jersey

sires 82%, of the Guernsey sires 81%, of 
the Ayrshire sires 79%, of the Red Dane 
sires 77% and of the Shorthorn 70% of 
the production of the Holsteins. The 
rates of production in terms of the 
energy content of the milk averaged from 
8 to 30% less than that of the Holsteins. 
The commercial value of the milk of the 
different breeds showed similar relation- 
ships. 

From these data several conclusions 
may be drawn. One is that the bulls 
were not good enough to improve the 


daughters’ production. Another is that 
breeders are placing so much emphasis 
on the percentage of fat that the daugh: 
ters of the sires produce milk richer ™ 
fat but with a lower commercial value 
than their dams. A third is that the data 
used in proving sires, because they ae 
biased, do not indicate reliably the pre 
duction influence of the sires on theif 
daughters. 

After making this, the third study 
the production influence of herd sires, the 
writer has come to the conclusion that 
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there must be an indictment either of 
the bulls or of the data or possibly of 
poth?. Either the sires used are not as 

as they should be to maintain the 
rate of production of our dairy herds or 
the data are not fair to the bulls. The 
conversion factors may not have properly 
recognized the negative relation between 
milk production and the percentage of 
the fat in the milk. If this be true, there 
is a bias in favor of each bull, which in- 
dicates that he is increasing the percent- 
age of fat in the milk when the real rea- 
son for the increase is that animals in 
their earlier lactation periods produce 
richer milk then later in life. 


There is also the bias against the bull 
which represents lim as begetting daugh- 
ters that produce less milk than their 
dams on a mature-equivalent basis. This 
may be due not at all, or only in part, to 
the influence of the bull. In the later 
lactations these same daughters may give 
milk with a lower fat test and higher 
milk production which when converted 
to mature equivalent may more nearly 
approach that reported for their dams. 
Apparently, bull proofs tend to credit 
bulls with an influence (a) to increase 
the percentage of fat in the milk and (b) 
to decrease the total amount of milk pro- 
duction, neither of which exists. The 
United States Department of Agriculture 
either has not discovered this or refuses 
to acknowledge that it is true, because 
they continue to produce reels of films 
on bulls and publish proven sire data 
which show that bulls in D.H.IL.A. beget 
daughters which as an average produce 
less than their dams. Some of the breed 
associations may be using conversion 
factors which may be doing the same. 
The data used for proving bulls by com- 
paring the production records of their 
daughters with those of their paired-dams 
may be so biased that the question of 
conversion factors should be examined 
with the idea of eliminating such bias,_ 


Dairymen with the high-test breeds 
would not be expected to place so much 
emphasis on percentage of fat in the milk 
that daughters give less milk and test 
more than their dams. If the herd bulls 
of all the leading dairy breeds are be- 
getting daughters that produce less milk 
with a lower sale value than their dams, 
as the data indicate, animal breeders 
need to employ better methods of de- 
veloping and choosing their herd bulls. 
If the data are correct, they show that 
after all the production testing in this 
country animal husbandmen do not yet 
know how to pick a bull that will in- 
crease production. 


For the D.H.1.A. records used for prov- 
ing sires in 1945, milk production of

daughters would need to be increased 
4.07% for Ayrshires, 2.25% for Brown 
Swiss, 3.46% for Guernseys, 1.06% for 
Holsteins, 2.99% for Jerseys and 2.22% 
for Shorthorns to equal the milk pro- 
duction of their dams. 

The percentage of fat in the milk of 
the daughters would need to be decreased 
1.95% for Ayrshires, 1.96 for Brown Swiss 
1.84 for Guernseys, 1.41 for Holsteins, 1.13 
for Jerseys, 3.57 for Red Danes and 4.04% 
for Shorthorns to equal the percentage of 
fat in the milk of dams. 


The higher average percentages of fat 
in the daughters’ milk of all dairy breeds 
compared with their dams may not be 
due entirely or indeed at all to the in- 
fluence of the sire, but may be due to 
the fact that these same daughters pro- 
duce milk which contains a higher per- 
centage of fat than the milk they will 
produce in their later lactations. In 
their younger years cows produce milk 
with slightly higher percentage of fat 
than in later years. A higher percentage 
of fat within the breed and among breeds 
is as an average, although not necessarily 
for individual cases, accompanied by a 
decreased production of milk. Less milk 
from heifers multiplied by a higher per- 
centage of fat for heifers may give ap- 
proximately the correct mature equi- 
valent of the heifer for total fat produc- 
tion but may be wrong for her mature 
equivalent of milk. Since the total fat is ob- 
tained by multiplying the mature equi- 
valent pounds of milk by the fat test, the 
total fat production of daughters and 
dams does not differ so much as their 
milk production. If enough records were 
made for dams and daughters at identical 
ages, and with the same number of times 
milked, and under uniform  environ- 
mental conditions such as feeding, care 
and management, a more precise factor 
for milk production at different ages 
might be determined. 


Since cows are at least two years old 
before their first calf, the dams will aver- 
age more than four years older than their 
daughters. More records of production 
are available for the dams than the 
daughters. In 1945, about twice as many 
records were averaged for the dams as for 
their paired-daughters. A larger per- 
centage of the records of dams are made 
at nearer mature age than of the daugh- 
ters. This requires the conversion to 
mature equivalent by the use of age pro- 


duction factors for a larger percentage of 
the daughters’ than of the dams’ records 


and the records of the daughters need to 


be converted to mature equivalent from 
a lower age than for the dams. If there 
is any significant difference between the 
percentage of fat in the milk of animals 
when young and when nearer mature 
age, then there should be a test-conver- 
sion factor as well as a milk-conversion 
factor. Even if inheritance for total pro- 
duction should be of greater significance 
than inheritance for either milk produc- 
tion or percentage of fat in the milk, a 
factor constructed on the basis of cor- 
rectly converting the total fat production 
to mature-equivalent total fat production 
may still be too low for converting milk 
production on young cows and may not 
give any consideration for decreasipg test 
due to age. 


Proof on a bull should be computed in 
such a way that these biases do not mis- 
lead as to the transmitting power of the 
bull. Such proofs should be based on (1) 
a significant number of daughter-dam 
comparisons, (2) records made at identi- 
cal ages for daughters and dams as far as 
possible, (3) records made under uniform 
environmental conditions such as feeding, 
management and care. The data pub- 
lished may lead breeders to understand 
that sires in general increase the fat con- 
tent of the milk more than they actually 
do, and that sires decrease the milk pro- 
duction more than they actually do. 


The Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
standard score card indicates the weight 
of a mature Jersey cow to be 1,000 Ibs. 
a Guernsey 1,100 Ibs., an Ayrshire 1,150 
Ibs., a Brown Swiss 1,400 Ibs., and a ma- 
ture Holstein cow 1,500 lbs. (table 3). 
The weight of animals used for bull 
proofs was not given. If it be assumed 
that the weight of these animals was 
equal to the weights called for in the 
score card, then an increase of 1% in the 
live weight among breeds was accom- 
panied by an increase of slightly more 
than 1% in the milk production. 


The average of the differences in pro- - 
duction among the breeds was 807 Ibs. 
of milk, 3 lbs. of fat, 133 therms of energy 
and $17 in commercial value per 100 
Ibs. of score card live weight for mature 
cows. The milk production is more 
closely associated with weight than either 
the fat or energy content of the milk.

The Cover 


For our cover illustration this week we have selected the 
outstanding Get of Sire group by Wisconsin Admiral Burke 
Lad which won first in this important class at Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress. The same group, likewise, won this honor 
at Ohio and Indiana State Fairs and with one different ani- 
mal in the line-up won first at Wisconsin State Fair. A small 
picture of this group appeared in the Waterloo presentation 
last time, but we felt our readers would be interested in see- 
ing this larger picture. 

Farthest from the camera is Pabst Burke Syna, undefeated 
four year old who has a two-year-old record of 16,477 Ibs 
milk, 536 Ibs fat. Next to her stands Pabst Burke Barbetta 
Modest, undefeated three year old and grand champion at 
Waterloo. Her two-year-old record is 15,851 lbs milk, 570 Ibs 
fat. Third from the left is Weber Burke Vickery who came 
from Utah with her sire and has been a high-placing aged 
cow at most of her showring appearances this year. She has 
a three-year-old record of 18,578 Ibs milk, 670 Ibs fat and is 
now on test at 6 years and reported going at a rate of 780 
lbs. On the right end is Pabst Burke Moncader Belmont who 
placed third under her sister at Waterloo and usually stood 
second to her. Her record at 2 years is 15,851 lbs. milk, 570 
Ibs fat. All of these records reported were made in 3X. Pabst 
Farms have received many congratulations upon their win- 
nings during the present show season, but we venture that 
none brought more satisfaction than the winning of this class 
in the great show at Waterloo. 


What Oleomargarine Taxes Mean 

In view of the prevailing high prices for all sorts of com- 
modities, including butter, the manufacturers of oleomargarine 
have launched a new campaign for the repeal of all Federal 
taxes on their product. This is being done under the guise of 
helping families in the low income brackets. 

It should be kept in mind that the taxes which the Federal 
government levies in this connection are not intended for the 
raising of revenue in the general sense of the term. They are 
intended to provide the funds required to administer the oleo- 
margarine laws, and to prevent fraud and deception in the man- 
ufacture and sale of this commodity. 
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The experience of three-quarters of a century has furnished 
overwhelming proof that the oleomargarine industry is one that 
requires supervision and inspection, if the interests of the pub. 
lic are to be safeguarded. As an example, the combined annual 
reports of the Food and Drug Administration for the two-year 
period ending June 30, 1943 contain the following reference to 
this subject: 

. “One of the most flagrant cases of spurious butter encount. 
ered concerned an individual known to have made at least $15, 
000 in the ten-month period prior to fat rationing through buy. 
ing oleomargarine at 16 to 22 cents a pound, coloring it, wrap. 
ping it in quarter-pound sticks, and selling it as country butter 
at 45 cents a pound to small retailers, who sold. it at 60 to 65 
cents a pound, These operations, entirely local in scope, result- 
ed in actions by both the state where the fraudulent butter was 
packaged and marketed and the United States Treasury De. 
partment, which charged evasion of the oleomargine tax reg. 
ulations.” 


That case occurred in Louisiana. Not so long ago an oleo- 
margine “moonshiner,” who had served a term in Federal pris. 
on, flooded Boston and a large part of New England with his 
fake product. But the Federal agents finally caught up with 
him in California, where he was tried and sentenced to Fed- 
eral prison for a term of two years. 


In the light of such knavery, we may well) ask what would 
happen if the existing statutes with respect to oleomargarine 
should be repealed?

On the Holstein Front 


With FAY BARNEY 


Many of the Utah herds that I vis- 
ited have been described most interest- 
ingly in Merle Campbell’s “Thru the 
Northwest” (WORLD September 6th). 
For that reason, I'll take those in the 
same order as Merle did, giving just a 
few of the additional notes on each herd.

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Butterfly Farewell 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


Announcements in this and_ several 
preceding issues of the WORLD have 
told something of the story of Butterfiy 
and the forthcoming dispersal of this 
nationally-known herd. We cannot let 
the occasion pass without comment of 
our own, as it promises to make history 
for our breed, even as the herd was do- 


ing. 
The owners, R. Austin and Jay W. 
Backus have been connected with the 


Holstein industry since they were young 
boys, working with Holsteins on the 
home farm and later starting together in 
the pedigree business. Then their paths 
branched out, Jay in the construction 
field, Austin as sale manager and auc- 
tioneer, now and for many years, a rec- 
ognized leader in that field. 

Ten years ago the brothers gratified a 
life-long ambition to start a herd of their 
own. A small farm was purchased (the 
original Butterfly Farm) a test barn con- 
structed, and select purchases made for 
their foundation herd. A R testing was

started at once, and has since been car- 
ried on continuously. 


The project grew—as so often happens 
—until now they are operating four 
farm units—and the original 25-cow herd 
has expanded to five or six times that 


number. 


The direction of the herd program 
took definite shape in 1940, when sev- 
eral of the top animals from the Yates 
Farm dispersal were secured, and the 
blood of General Posch (son of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst and Lady Meg Posch) 
became the cornerstone of the herd. To- 
day, as the catalog goes through our 
plant, we note that every member of the 
herd is descended from Johanna Rag Ap- 
ple Pabst. 

In 1943 they hit the headlines at the 
Dunloggin Dispersal in the purchase of 
Dunloggin’s  half-interest in Montvic 
Lochinvar for $13,000. It was a paying 
investment, in spite of his comparatively 
early demise. Sons of Lochinvar have 
been sold to repay the purchase price 
handsomely, and 16 daughters are in the 
herd today. In the sale, they will com-

Attracted by the sensational work of 
the daughters of Montvic Chieftain 7th 
in the herd of George W. Chapman & 
Son, Ontario, N. Y. several daughters 
were acquired at public sale and other- 
wise. These included the famous “4 ful] 
sisters’—Nina and Nan and the twins, 
Vera and Veda—who went right on test 
and completed heifer records from 900 Ibs 
to 1051 Ibs. fat, all with tests of 46% to 
4.8% (One of these—Veda—has recently 
become the U. S. champion over all ages 
on 3X test with 1,227 Ibs fat, 5%). Per- 
haps we are divulging a secret, but the 
Backus Brothers had been angling un- 
successfully for Montvic Chieftain 7th 
himself just before they bought Lochin- 
var. 

They continued to pick up his daugh- 
ters whenever they were offered, and in 
1946 bought the entire Chapman herd, 
setting up a new farm unit for the pur- 
pose. This gives them 27 daughters of 
Montvic Chieftain 7th. No sire of the 
breed can duplicate his high test record, 
10 less than 20 of his daughters having 
made A R records with tests of 4.5 to 
5.3%. They include the National Cham- 
pion over all ages on 3X (1,227 lbs., 5%), 
the new National Champion junior 4 
year old on 3X, Flossie with 1,020 lbs., 
4.75%—just now completed. Six others 
have records of 800 to 967 lbs, and the 
boys were counting on a lot of fun in the 
future development of this group. 


The home-bred herd sire they select- 
ed to carry on with this aggregation of 
females, Butterfly Lochinvar Veediction, 
is a son of Lochinvar out of Vera, 967 
Ibs., 4.6%—twin sister of the 1,227 Ib. 
Veda—and always regarded as her equal. 
They have had a constant battle ‘o 
keep this bull, ever since he was just 
dropped. His calves now coming look 
nice, and won at the local B. & W. 
Show. Another sire, acquired with the 
Chapman herd, was Pebble Beach Prince 
of Wayne, son of Chieftain 7th. He was 
the son Mr. Chapman selected to carry 
on in the footsteps of Chieftain 7th- 
and he is proving out splendidly—as the 
Chieftain 7th sons seem to have a way 
of doing. 

The roster of the herd today—3 cows 
from 1,000 to 1,227 Ibs fat; 7 in the 900- 
Ib bracket; 14 800-Ib cows and 14 700-Ib. 
cows. There are 6 from 1,000-lb dams, 
and 24 from 800 and 900-Ib dams. There 
are three National and five State record 
holders. We cannot recall any herd of- 
fering ever made that could duplicate 
this line up of records and record back- 
ing. 

The decision to sell this herd—just as 
it was coming into its full stride—was ob- 
viously a difficult one to make, and we 
know that every alternative was fully 
canvassed. In at nut-shell, Butterfly was 
just too big to be handled satisfactorily 
on a part-time basis without a_break- 
down somewhere along the line. Truly 
it was “The hour of decision.” The eyes 
of the Holstein industry will be on the 
Butterfly Dispersal at Earlville November 
17-18.

EMMONS BLAINE JR. 
EXPERIMENTAL FARM 
MADISON—The launching of a com- 
prehensive dairy cattle breeding program 
of nation-wide significance has just been 
approved by the Board of Regents of 
the University of Wisconsin. The pro- 
ject has been made possible by the gift 
of a complete dairy farm and a trust 
fund to assist in carrying on the pro- 

gram. 

The farm, formerly called Milford 
Meadows, will be known as the Emmons 
Blaine, Jr. Experimental Farm. It is 
located just north of Lake Mills in Jeffer- 
son county. Nearly 600 acres of Wiscon- 
sin’s best farm land, 28 head of related 
purebred Holstein cattle of outstanding 
quality, and a $100,000 trust fund are 
included among the gifts. The trust fund 
will be known as the Emmons J. Blaine 
Jr. Fund and will be used to help 
further dairy research work. 

These are gifts of Mrs. Emmons Blaine 
noted for her contribution to the cultur- 
al life of Chicago, widow of Emmons 
Blaine, well known son of James G. Blaine; 
of Mrs. Clark J. Lawrence, the former 
Mrs. Emmons Blaine Jr.; and of Miss 
Anne Blaine, daughter of Emmons Blaine 
Jr. 

The three women are making the gift 
as a memorial to Emmons Blaine Jr. 
who died during World War I. In tender- 
ing the gift to the university, the donors 
called attention to the fact that “Emmons 
Blaine Jr. chose to begin his life work 
in the field of his choice - agriculture - 
on the farm of the friend of his deep- 
est devotion - Henry B. Favill.” 

“We, acting on his behalf, bring in 
his name to the state of Wisconsin this 
gift in the hope that it will further the 
high policies in which the work of this 
farm was founded and carried forward,” 
the donors said. 

Modern barns on the farm will house 
up to 200 dairy cattle. It is considered one 
of the most productive and desirable 
farms in the state and well suited to the 
dairy research program being planned. 

Starting with the cattle of the Bess 
Burke Ormsby line which Emmons 
Blaine Jr. used in the development of 
the Milford Meadows herd, specialists at 
the University will begin one of the 
mest detailed and extensive breeding 
programs that has ever been undertaken, 
according to Baldwin. “It will assist the 
university to contribute far greater ser- 
vice to dairy farmers of the state and 
nation,” he declared.

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Why Fast Milking is Better Milking 


By Dr. J. W. Bailey 


This business of fast milking is like 
flying upside down in an airplane, be- 
cause the view depends a lot on how 
one looks at things. As a rule, the men- 
tion of fast milking suggests a whole 
program of things to do. It is associated 
with washing of udders with warm water, 
leaving machines on for three minutes, 
efficient use of help, and so on through 
the whole familiar recommended routine. 
That is why we want to explain our view 
of fast milking in the very beginning. 

Right off the bat, we want to say that 
we don’t believe that all cows can be 
milked in three minutes. There are easy 
milking cows, and there are hard milk- 
ing cows. There are cows that give three 
gallons of milk, and there are cows that 
give three pints of milk. There are quiet 
cows, and there are nervous cows. With 
so many different kinds of cows, it just 
doesn’t seem logical to believe that they 
can all be milked in the same length of 
time. There, we-ve got that off our chest. 

Next, we want to’ deny having any 
program to peddle, and any ideas about 
telling dairymen how to milk fast. Men 
who have been milking cows all their 
lives aren’t likely to need advice on the 
subject. It may take less than three min- 
utes to milk a cow, and we hope that it 
doesn’t take over six minutes to do the 
job, but we're willing to bet our store 
teeth that the average dairyman knows 
how to do it the fastest possible way. The 
methods he uses are none of our affair 
in this article, and we don’t want to say 
anything about them. 

What we want to do is to fly upside 
down for a while, and look at this thing 
from a little different angle. The only 
thing we're interested in is why fast 
milking is better milking. We have rea- 
sons for thinking that it is, and we'd 
like to present three of them for consid- 
eration. 

All right, then, fast milking is better 
milking because 

1. It saves time and cuts production 
costs. 

2. It means more milk and increased 
returns. 

3. It means less mastitis and less ex- 
pense. 

Look nice, don’t they? However, any 
number of people would be likely to 
ask how we know that those statements 
are true. Somebody might even demand 
proof. Under the circumstances, about 
the best thing to do is to look at those 
reasons rather closely, and see if they 
are really good ones. 


First of all, the one about saving time. 
Everybody knows that a fast milker .'s 
a good milker, but a lot of people don’t 
know why. It’s really simple. Cows are 
noted for being creatures of habit. They 
get used to things being done in a certain 
way, and they form habits accordingly. 
Milking is no exception to that rule. 
The cows grow accustomed to being 
milked fast, and they soon form the habit 


of giving down their milk the same Way. 
Cows form a habit with slow milking, 
too. It isn’t long before they become a 
bunch of “strippers”. Well, stripping 
takes more time, and time is worth 
money. Therefore, fast milking is better 
milking because by saving time, it also 
cuts the cost of milk production. 

Then the second reason about more 
milk. There are two parts to this one, as 
we shall see. The first part is concerned 
with the fact that a cow can only give 
down her milk for about seven minutes. 
We'll have to review the physiology of 
the cow a bit to see why this is true. It’s 
a rather complicated business, so let's 
have a look at it. 


To start the thing off, we begin by: 


rattling milk pails, or washing the udder, 
or pulling at the teats, or something or 
other that lets the cow know that it is 
milking time. That means that nerves 
send a message to the brain of the cow. 

The brain is expected to do something 
about the message, so it sends a mesasge 
of its own. The wireless from the brain 
goes right next door to the pituitary 
gland. 

Now it’s the gland’s turn to do some- 
thing, so it turns loose a hormone called 
“pitocin” into the blood stream. The 
blood carries the hormone to the heart, 
and the heart pumps both of them back 
to the udder, all in the space of about 
a minute. Once in the udder, the hor- 
mone begins to shrink the cells that hold 
milk. The milk is squeezed out, and the 
only place for it to go is down into the 
teats. The milker then completes the 
play by squeezing it out into the pail. 
It’s an around-the-horn sort of arrange- 
ment, but it works pretty well most of 
the time. However, the effects of the 
hormone only last for about seven min- 
utes. After that, the milk isn’t squeezed 
out of the cells, and the cow can’t help 
any more. When she stops helping, most 
of the remaining milk is locked up in 
the udder until the next milking time. 

If the cow is milked fast, then, all of 
the milk can be drawn out of the udder 
while the old girl is able to help. That 
brings us to the second part of this busi- 
ness of getting more milk by fast milk- 
ing. 

Milk is manufactured continually in 
the udder, until the time comes when 2 
certain pressure is built up there by the 
stored milk. Further secretion is impos- 
sible against this pressure so it stops. 
When some of the milk is left in at milk- 
ing time, it doesn’t take so long to again 
fill the udder. Neither does it take so 
long to build up enough pressure to stop 
the secretion of milk. And of course, it 
doesn’t take so much more milk, either. 

All right, when a cow is milked dry, 
the udder has to be completely refilled 
with new milk before secretion is stop- 
ped. That means that more milk is manu- 
factured in the udder between milkings. 
Fast milking is the surest way of getting 
a cow milked dry, because if it’s done 
that way, the cow can help with the job. 
Therefore, fast milking means that more 
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milk is drawn out at every milking, and 
that means increased returns, for the 
milk checks are bigger. 

Finally, number three about mastitis. 
Slow milking means that milk is left in 
the udder because the cow can’t help to 
get it all out. That left-over milk is a 
good place for the different kinds of mas- 
titisproducing bacteria to grow and cause 
trouble. Slow milking also means tug- 
ging and hauling at the udder for a long- 
er time when milking is being done. 
That means better chances of bruising 
and injuring the delicate udder. Udder 
injuries mean still more danger of mas- 
titis. Mastitis means less milk and more 
expense through treatment and even 
loss of affected animals. 

On the other hand, fast milking means 
fewer of the troubles due to slow milk- 
ing, because of reasons we have already 
considered. Therefore, it means less mus- 
titis and less expense. 

Well, that’s the end of the line. Sum- 
ming it up, we still think that fast milk- 
ing is better milking, and that a dairy- 
man will help himself considerably by 
doing everything he can to speed up the 
job. 


MRS. J. M. NEVIUS KILLED 
IN AUTO ACCIDENT 

J. M. Nevius, vice-persident of the 
United Milk Producers of New Jersey and 
chairman of the New Jersey Milk Con- 
trol Board, and his wife were injured 
in an automobile accident on September 
20 near Chillicothe, Mo. Mrs. Nevius 
died the following day in the Chillicothe 
Hospital. 





Mr. and Mrs. Nevius were on a trip 
to the West accompanied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles V. N. Davis of Somerville. 
Mr. Davis is vice-president of the New 
Jersey Milk Producers’ Cooperative As- 
sociation. Mr. Nevius and Mrs. Davis were 
seriously injured but at last report were 
recovering and are expected to be able 
to return home soon. Mr. Davis escaped 
with minor cuts and bruises. 

Both Mr. Nevius and Mr. Davis are 
well known Holstein breeders. 





HERD HEALTH 

Herd Health is a cardinal point in the 
dairy business. Dairymen are coming to 
realize that ill health in ther animals is 
the most serious threat to profit. 

Maintenance of health is the dairy- 
man’s first duty to his herd. It should 
be considered above all else in questions 
of feeding and management. There is no 
other way to secure sustained milk pro- 
duction and maximum profit. 

Weather affects health. Sudden dips in 
temperature may lead to caked udders— 
and hot weather may tax the cow’s heat 
regulating capacity to a point where 
milk is decreased. 

Unsatisfactory environment and _ mis- 
takes in management affect herd healtn 
in many ways. Cramped stalls, inadequate 
stable ventilation, improper milking 
practices and failure to provide satisfac- 
tory isolation quarters for newly pur- 
chased animals, are a few examples of the ~ 


manner in which herd health can be ser- 
iously injured through poor environment 
and poor management. 

The feed of your choice is a major con- 
tributor to the health of your herd by 
supplying cows with the nutrients vital to 
health. Good feed, good management and 


good health go hand in hand. No feed 
can guarantee health in your herd, but 
a good one goes a long way toward keep- 
ing your cows in shape to maintain the 
top milk production that brings maxi- 
mum _ profit.

Lester F. Weck, Ohio City, Ohio,

On the Holstein Front 


With FAY BARNEY 


California’s beautiful Santa Clara Valley 
is called the “Land of Heart’s Delight”— 
(or possibly it is Heart’s Desire)—anyway, 
it is here, on the outskirts of San Jose 
that Frank Hopkins moved his Los 
Robles herd about two years ago—with 
the climate nearly ideal for both man 
and cows. _ 

When Mac, Leo Hedegard and I drove 
in to Los Robles Frank was busily lay- 
ing up pumice-cement blocks for his new 
dairy barn—and he wasn’t able to produce 
any union card either. After Mac had 
helped Mrs. Hopkins fix the clothesline, 
the work on the barn wall was halted for 
a time while we went over the herd and 
Mac got his consignment for the state 
sale. 

This Hopkins herd, one should see 
among the first in California, there is 
so much of this KPLO breeding all down 
thru the valley. We saw first Los Robles 
Excellent Prince—the full brother to the 
Excellent cow now at Hosler’s—she is 
Frank’s pride and joy. These two— 
Prince and Princess—have a Gold Medal 
sire and an Excellent dam and _ the 
young bull was good enough to place 
next to LeSage’s Jupiter at the 1946 Cow 
Palace. 

Much of the history of this remarkable 
herd was given in the January 5th, 1946, 
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issue of the WORLD, how the old KPLO 
bull of strong 37th breeding was brought 
in and inbred and line-bred. Lyons 
Ormsby Prince, recently made Gold 
Medal, was a son out of a daughter. 
Three of the 6 Excellent cows in the 
herd have been daughters of Prince 
and one a double granddaughter. 

Frank says Prince’s daughters were 
not exactly promising as two year olds 
but they certainly have what it takes as 
older cows—udders, quality and produc- 
tion along with it. Sixteen of the 
Prince daughters and one of his sons 
average 86.0 on Classification. His 4 
year old daughters have records up to 
631 lbs. fat and the last HIR herd aver- 
age on 36 cows was 460 Ibs. fat. 

The ‘Little Peppers,” as Frank calls 
them, were sired by Weber Burke Perfecto 
Pepper, three fourths brother to Bubbles. 
These typey youngsters did all right at 
the Cow Palace in 1946 and they appear 
to be nicking nicely with the KPLO’s. 

The son, George, has been associated 
with his father for some time and the 
daughter, Jean, was married last July 
to Howard Champlin who will also be 
associated with Frank and George in the 
Los Robles herd. There is still a lot 
of improvement to be done at the San 
Jose location. Meanwhile, the develop- 
ment of the herd is going on in the same 
substantial way that has made the Los 





Robles name a standard for quality Hol- 
steins in California.

Sleepy Hollow, Petaluma, just north 
of Frisco, is up in the Egg Basket of 
the World.

While I waited for Max Herzog to get 
back from Rotary, the early afternoon 
milking was in progress of this herd that 
has made an average classification of 83.5 
on 49 head, that had made a 10 year 
average of 507.4 fat (nearly half on 2X, 
the rest on 3X)—an average that ranks 
third in the nation on 30 head or more. 

When Max returned, he gave me some 
of the interesting history—about his 
Chieftain bull, the first one ever used on 
the west coast, and about Miss Colantha 
Korndyke Mead 2d (1002 Ibs. fat, 4%, 
3X) who has had 4 sons, all by different 
sires and all used in the herd. One son, 
Racola (VG), by Chieftain, is Gold Medal, 
as is Chieftain himself, and another by. 
King Triune Supreme Ormsby, is now 
being proven. These 2 sons are now 
being used. 

Miss Colantha heads a 3 generation

group averaging 915 lbs. fat. The young- 
est member was classified excellent and 
has a lifetime of over 5,000 Ibs. fat. 

The “Ty” bull (VG) who is a real 
dairy sire, is by Gladiator from a 918 
lb Ex daughter of Montvic Posch Rag 
Apple GM. To the state sale, Max, 
who was on the state sale committee, was 
sending a beautiful heifer combining 
these noteworthy blood lines, she by the

Altho I was anxious to get back to 
the middle west, I did leave the California 
geraniums and the Golden State breeders 
with some regret—a fine group of men, I 
had found them interesting and friendly, 
intensely occupied with the job of breed- 
ing to maintain and improve both their 
type and production.

Passing thru Sacramento, wound up 
thru the Emigrant Pass with a couple 
of hitchhiking soldiers hurrying home on 
leave .. . past Reno where I later learned 
Bill Walker was holding forth at the 
state school, finally reaching the original 
home of the Burkes.

However, my first Utah contact was 
with Merrill Warnick at Pleasant Grove, 
past president of the state association and 
now National Director. 

Since Merrill had been drafted as 
Superintendent of Livestock at the Salt 
Lake Centennial show, I caught up with 
him at the grounds after son, Eldridge, 
had showed me the Warnilla herd and 
Mrs. Warnick had coaxed me to stay for 
noon lunch where she served, among 
other things, some of her wonderful 
home made bread. 

This herd has been Carnation blood 
lines for a good many years. Carnation 
Governor Pontiac who went to Adohr 
and who had a 2X index of 569 Ibs. fat 
was one of the carlier sires; and Country 
Gentleman, son of Imperial, who had 
been used until his death two years ago 
and who has a good chance of being 
made Gold Medal with some fine daugh- 
ters in the herd.

VISIT AT HARDEN’S 


(From Nov. N. Y¥. H. F. News) 

It was far too nice a day to sit at the 
desk. One of those warm, hazy Indian 
Summer days, with the fall foliage right 
at its very gayest. The top was down, and 
the new red convertable was teasing for 
a trip. That’s how I came to call Ruth 
Harrison down at Camden. Yes, Ed and 
Charlie were both at home and they'd 
be looking for us. And I wanted Fay 
Barney, who has been doing some travel- 
ogues for the WORLD, to see the Har- 
den Farms herd. 

You notice as you come up to the main 
place that something new has been added 
—white board fence that really sets off 
the beautiful new barn to fine advantage. 
Dr. Harrison, we learned, was building 
a new barn over at the other place across 
the river, and sure enough that’s where 
we found him, saw in hand, laying up 
the siding for a new loafing barn for 
heifers. Ed and one other man had start- 
ed the day before and the frame work was 
all up, roof joists all ready to go on as 
soon as the siding was finished. Mr. Har- 
den appeared from nowhere with a saw 
in his hand. Said they kept him busy 
just running back and forth to get saws 
sharpened. 


The pens in the old barn were full of 
black heifers, most all of them sired by 
Dunloggin King Var. Two that were par- 
ticularly pleasing were out of their 3-year- 
old show winner, KAS Emily Dewdrop 
Supreme, and old Matador Blossom Mooie 
the dam of the grand champion 4-year-old 
Hickoryvale Mooie Canary. One by 
“Deen Var” and one by “King Var.” Ted 
Harrison’s heifer was there too, a very 
smooth thing that he will have some fun 
with next year, picked up from Major 
Blackwell’s Valley Farms in an Earlville 
Sale this summer. 


The two bulls had their pictures taken 
in their paddocks. “Deen Var” calves are 
coming again, after a break while a nail- 
in-the-foot injury healed. We had to 
wait for “King’s” picture until he came 
out and let Ed pose him a bit from over 
the fence. Neither of them has ever been 
outside his paddock except to go to the 
breeding rack in the barn. 


Back at the main barn we saw the milk- 
ing herd. “Canary” is still milking 60 
pounds after several thousand miles of 
show circuit — and we like that little cow 
better every time we see her. Noticed this 
time how she dishes out just like a steak 
platter over the thurls, there on top be- 
tween her hooks and pins.‘ Jock McCor- 
mick, head man in the Curtiss Candy test 
barn, and before that at Maytag’s says 
that is what he looks for. Then you no- 
tice all those backbone bumps as your 
eye runs along her topline. Some experts 
look for that in a dairy cow. Others say 
you don’t need to look any further than a 
thin neck to spot a real milk cow. “Can- 
ary” answers that question right, too.

George 
Pringle of Lounsberry was elected a vice- 
president, representing Holstein breeders. 


These men serve as executive officers of 
the breed. 

Mr. Earl, James Sears of Baldwinsville 
and Luther Jennijohn of Hilton were 
re-elected directors. Sears also serves 
as secretary-treasurer. Directors whose 
terms continue are H. G. Robinson of 
Auburn and Homer Shepard of Cazenovia. 

This year (June 1, 1946-May 31, 1947) 
more than 110,000 dairy cows were bred 
by bulls maintained by the cooperative, 
according to Maurice W. Johnson, mana- 
ger. “This represents a 60 per cent in- 
crease over last year,” he said: With still 
greater increases expected for the 1948 
fiscal year, he reported that in June and 
July, 1947, 25,000 cows were bred.

Thanks for sending along your recent 
letter from our good friend Allen Crissey. 
I thought the title especially was very 
appropriate—“Common Sense Abbrevi- 
ated”—but Al stuck so close to the title 
that the Common Sense of his article was 
just about all abbreviated out of it. 


Next time you see Al, ask him for 
the reference to that Biblical quotation 
of his — “Like tends to beget like”. Also 


tell him to read John 7.24, “Judge not 
according to the appearance...” 


It was rather amusing the way Al got 
himself all mixed up in two or three 
places. First he quotes the Bible? that 
“Like tends to beget like” slurring over 
the “tends”; then later he stresses the 
“tends” and says many times it don’t. 
But the payoff came when he said dirt 
farmers had been selecting on type first 
and primarily for 50 years, and still were, 
but if that’s so, why all the excitement 
about classification — they are going to 
pick good type anyway — why bother 
about classifying. And if they have been 
“selecting on type for 50 years” and “like 
tends to beget like’, wonder why Excel- 
lents are so darn scarce? That quotation 
from my Durham speech (page 44) was a 
corker too — there wasn’t any written 
Durham speech. That was a bit of Al’s 
own Bull Durham, but he says that what 





I was supposed to have written was right, 
“something about inferior type bulls sir- 
ing good type daughters”. It may be so— 
éven a mug like myself saw his daughter 
win a beauty contest. 


Guess the Bull classifying idea ain’t 
going over so big and Al, whose job it 
is to see that the “party line” does go 
over needed a whipping boy and he 
picked on me, knowing that I'd take it 
in good spirit and in that I won’t disap- 
point him. Don’t know what Ill do 
though if it becomes known that we 
classify our animals yearly, unofficially if 
not officially. Fact is we got a Progressive 
Breeder Award a year or two back and 
have had two Gold Medal Sires here at 
the University of Massachusetts and don’t 


they have to qualify on type somehow’ 


for that sort of thing? Fact of the matter 
is that we always pay considerable at- 
tention to type both in Selecting Sires 
and Selecting Heifers. 

Al's letter seemed to me to be trying 
to say that we ought to classify both bulls 
and cows because it pays to have good 
type and it’s more fun to work with that 
sort. I’ve been preaching that doctrine, 
as you well know, for a long time because 
I believe it and I don’t think there is 
any incompatibility between good type 


and good production.

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Where I have to part company with 
friend Al is when he says or implies that 
selecting for type will help production, 
That's cock-eyed. 


Some of the breeds of Dairy Cattle 
have been operating classification schemes 
for several years. I’ve tried unsuccessfully 
to get the data so as to run the corre. 
lations between type and production. [’ye 
been told that some people have done 
this and found it to be very low — about 
-15 or .2. Maybe that’s why we don't 
hear more ahout it. Being just a dirt 
farmer, you probably don’t know very 
much about correlation. What it is is a 
mathematical mill through which you 
can run a mass of data and get a figure 
at the end which will tell you how much 
one thing influences another. A perfect 
correlation would be 1 and that would 
mean that as type increased production 
also increased at the same rate. So q 
correlation of less than .2 between type 
and production means that they are not 
very closely related. To use an analogy 
it means that if there were a thousand 
cows of all sorts.out in a field and you, 
a good judge, picked out a group from 
the field with your eyes open to type and 
someone else went into the field and 
picked his group blindfolded, that you 
would have a small chance of having a 
higher producing group than the chap 
who picked them blindfolded. 


I thought I'd check friend Al a little on 
the matter of a bull’s type and his 
daughter’s production. He seems to 
think that good type bulls _ transmit 
higher production than bulls of some- 
what poorer type. I did this by consult- 
ing Vol. 15 of the Red Book. In that 
volume, as you probably remember there 
are some 1500 bulls indexed over near the 
back of the book. Among them we found 
207 bulls that had been type classified 
so we just set them down along with 
their 2X indexes. Here is the story.

belief at all, does it? The Excellent bulls 
don’t have any higher indexes than the 
As a matter of fact, there is no 
measurable difference in transmitting 
production among the Excellents, Very 
Good’s Good Pluses and Goods. So Al's 
superficial generality that Better Type 
bulls transmit at higher production levels 
than poorer type bulls just don’t seem 
to hold any water. Just out of interest, 
I worked out the correlation figure for 
these 207 bulls and found it to be .037 - 
no correlation at all between the type of 
these bulls and their transmitting index 
es. Guess I'll have to send Al a copy o 
“Mathematics For the Millions” for 


others. 
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Christmas. And seriously, it seems to me 
that it wouldn’t be a bad idea for breed 
promoters and advisors to dig down and 
get a good hold of some basic breed facts 
and relationships, to say nothing he- 
reditary transmission before going off 
half-cocked and possibly leading a lot of 
unsuspecting people astray. 

A few years back I had the privilege of 
delving a little into the matter of the 
amount of correlation between the type 
of cows and their daughters. Think I 
told you about it at the time but I'll 
refresh your memory. 


Mr. Norton kindly sent me, at my re- 
quest, a list of 5616 Holstein cows -which 
had been classified for type and which 
had daughters which had been classified 
for type. See table On next page. 

As you can see from the above tabu- 
lation, transmit better than 
they are; Excellent cows do not transmit 
as good as they are. All types of cows have 
all types of daughters. In spite of weed- 
ing out a lot of cows of inferior type, the 
correlation .between the type of these 
5616 cows and the type of their daughters 
is only about .20. On a score basis. the 
dams averaged 81.1 and their daughters 
79.4. 


Poor cows 


So apparently, Cyrus, if we count on 
type to get us production, we will get it 
very, very slowly. And if we count on 
production to get us type, we will get 
that slowly too. 

Fortunately, in the realm of produc- 
tion, the picture is very much brighter. 
In Volume 15 of the Red Book we found 
569 indexed bulis whose sires were also 
indexed in the same volume. We, there- 
fore, ran the correlations on the index- 
es of the sires and their sons. Here they 
are: 

For Amount of Milk  Correlation—.33 

For Fat Test Correlation—.37 
These are good correlations. They mean 
that if you pick a bull whose sire had a 
large index, the son has a fair chance 
of transmitting well too. There, of 
course, is a lot more to choosing a sire 
than the size of the index of his sire, but 
we have not the space to discuss that here. 

Our record proves that we favor classi- 
fying bulls and cows provided the data 
are to be properly used. Perhaps that 
needs a bit of explanation. 

What we mean by using the data prop- 
erly is simply that of using it for groups 
and not for individuals. What a_buil’s 
own type happens to be doesn’t seem to 
have any relationship to his production 
transmitting ability. But if you tell me 
that this bull’s 40 daughters average a 
type score of 85 and the cows he was 
bred to averaged 80, then I think you 
have given me some worthwhile inform-

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ation. We can’t measure a bull's produc- 
tion directly at all, but we can learn 
about what production potentialities he 
has by comparing his daughters’ pro- 
duction with that of their dams — by in- 
dexing the bull. Some seem to think 
that we can. tell about a bull’s ability 
to transmit type and production by look- 
ing at him, but I, for one, doubt that. 
Perhaps the question can be settled by 
data already in hand at the Breed Of- 
fice. 

Now what does all this boil down to? 


Just this, it seems to me,—that selecting 
for type won’t necessarily give us produc- 
tion; selecting for production won’t neces- 
sarily give us good type. If we want both, 
we've got to select for both. This makes 
the job of breeding higher producing and 


better looking Holsteins more difficult. 
Al told you that breeding for type as 
well as production would double your 
fun — maybe it will, and we are quite 
sure it will at least double your trouble. 
The job can be done if it is tackled in- 
telligently and on the basis of establish-

Are We Breeding Them Too Black?

It is becoming more and more evident 
that perhaps we have swung the pendu- 
lum of color fad too far and are 
breeding our Holsteins black. 
fact is brought out by the increasing 
number of calves that are not eligible 
for registration because of black feet or 
black switches or black bellies. Your 
fieldman one or more of these on 
practically every one of field trips 
in many herds in every section of the 
State.

At that 
time a white bull easily sold at a 
premium, regardless of ancestry, over a 
black one. While teaching agriculture at 
Los Banos I endeavored to find out why 
the commercial dairyman

preference from white bulls to black 
along about 1937. The only answer I was 
able to secure was that the Los Angeles 


commercial cow buyers wanted cows with 
more black. After checking with several 
large commercial Holstein cow breeders 
in the Merced County area who annually 
sell quite a number of cows into the Los 
Angeles milk market shed, the answer 
boiled down to the fact that the white 
faced more susceptible to eye 
troubles as cancer eye, and many 
dairymen in the Los Angeles area were 
willing to pay a premium for black fac- 
ed cattle. However, those animals with 
“black goggles’—that is, black circling 
the eyes—do not seem particularly affect- 
ed with this trouble which is often caus- 
ed or aggravated by sun glare. 

It is perhaps true that the black ani- 
mal, other things being equal, is slightly 
more attractive in the show ring than the 
white one. This is because the black ani- 
mal does not cast any shadows on him- 
self while the white one does. Also, a 
good strong black color has considerable 
more gloss. 

“They do not show 
easily,” was the answer given in favor of 
black cattle by a couple of _ breeders. 
There is no denying this fact when cat- 
tle are observed from an average distance 
but close observation will show dirty 
black cattle almost as easily as mostly 
white. Furthermore, the half and _ half 
colored cow will hardly show any dirt 
when observed from a distance.

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getting them too black is the “rust” color. 
Red, or the lesser serious rust, is much 
more common in black cattle than in 
the more white ones. Your writer has ob- 
served the rust color in several California 
ploodlines that are predominately black, 
but not once has he seen it in those same 
bloodlines that are occasionally more 
white than black or in other bloodlines 
that are more white than black. 

The presence of “smoke rings’—a ring 
of white hairs in black hairs which gives 
a grey ring appearance — is also more fre- 
quently observed in black cattle. 

The early “greying” factor seems to 
be about equally prevalent in Holsteins 
of either color. 

Many breeders claim that the white 
cow does not suffer nearly as much from 
the heat as the black does. From a scien- 
tific viewpoint this should be true, be- 
cause it is known that white reflects heat 
while black absorbs it. This is why we 
wear more white clothing during the hot 
summer months. 

A few breeders have pointed out that 
flies bothered white cattle less than black. 
This is a minor point in these days with 
wide applications of D. D. T. for fly and 
other pest control. 

Several other breeders, with mostly 
white Holsteins, have pointed out to me 
that the majority of the Holstein milk 
and butter fat record holders are more 
white than black. 

It is not your fieldman’s intention to 
advocate the breeding of either white or 
black Holsteins. This article is intended 
to illustrate that perhaps we are breed- 
ing them too black and to point out 
some of the pitfalls that are apt to ac- 
company such a practice. I’ve never seen 
a Holstein that was too white to register, 
but we've all seen plenty of those that 
were too black. There is a middle of the 
road policy in regard to color that I feel 
is the safest, and that is to try and breed 
them half black and half white. Our Hol- 
stein score card says . . . “Color, Black and 
White markings clearly defined.” How- 
ever, all our “True Type” models and 
pictures illustrate an animal about half 
and half in color. 

There is no doubt that at present the 
color fad pendulum is high on the black 
side. Some day (and perhaps it has al- 
ready started) it will swing down and 
high up to the white side for a period 
of years, then down and back up again. 
Nevertheless, in so doing it must pass 
the middle twice—which is the half black 
and half white color—here in the long 
run is the safest place to be.

BREEDING EFFICIENCY 

One of the more important phases of 
a successful dairy business is to have 
cows freshen with reasonable regularity. 
Parturiton or calving is the greatest 
stimulus we know of to milk produc- 
tion. Even a cow who aborts while milk- 
ing will give somewhat more milk after 
aborting but this boost is soon lost with 
the usual bad after-effects of abortion. 

A good cow will be a more profitable 
producer throughout her lifetime if she 
calves at fairly regular intervals. This 
well known fact is the major cause of 
concern when cows fail “to catch” or 
go over for repeat services. 


If every cow in a herd were to calve 
within twelve months from a_ previous 
calving, the breeding efficiency of the 
herd would be 10 percent. This almost 
never happens in herds of any size and 
rarely for more than one year. If your 
herd is averaging thirteen conths bet- 
ween calves, you are having very little 
breeding trouble and have a very fertile 
herd. 


It is difficult to maintain a high breed- 
ing efficiency in a dairy whether the 
cows are bred to bulls through natural 
service or artificial insemination. The 
inside workings of a cow’s reproductive 
tract can be easily upset and then we 
have a cow that will not conceive. Some 
of the causes of trouble are known but 
many are unknown. Studies of lifetime 
records show that most cows will have 
a period of low. fertility which means 
she will be milked a long time between 
calves. She may regain her normal fer 
tility and then breed regularly for sev 


eral years. The point is that cows do

perhaps unexplainable and the failure 
to conceive cannot be charged against 
the bulls used. 


When a storm of Bang’s abortion oc- 
curs, low breeding efficiency is bound to 
follow. Cows that have difficult calv- 
ing, retain afterbirth or have infections 
following calving can usually be counted 
on to give trouble when being re-bred. 
It is more than a waste of time breed- 
ing a cow with abnormal discharges. 
Further injury may be done to the cow 
and possible infection of the bull used. 
In artificial insemination it means more 
phone calls and more trips for the 
inseminator. 

To have a high breeding efficiency in 
your herd try these things: 

1. Have a Bang’s free vaccinated herd. 

2. Have the veterinarian care for cows 
having complications following calf 
birth. 

3. Check all cows for good” genetal 
health thirty to forty days before 
you want to breed them. 

4. If you have a herd sire, keep him 
in good condition. Try to provide 
a bull pen for your protection and 
the bull’s well being. 

5. Do not breed cows earlier than 50 
to 60 days after calving. 

6. If you are breeding your cows artifi- 

cially, cooperate with your techni- 

cian. Get the calls in on _ time. 

Timing of service is very essential. 
. Keep breeding records. Know when 

your cow calved, when she came 

in heat and when and to whom she 
was bred and when she should be 
dryed off.

If you can get six cows out of ten in 
calf with one service on each cow, you 
are doing well. If you do not have 
seven cows out of ten in calf after two 
services per cow, then your herd’s breed- 
ing efficiency is likely to be disappoint- 
ing to you.

HOLSTEIN FOLKS IN THE NEWS 

The October issue of Farm Jouryal 
(circulation 2,650,000 copies) features a 
two page spread of pictures and a short 
article captioned: “Gadget Joe from 
Pueblo”. This pictorial story shows how 
Joe Gersick, well known Holstein breed- 
er of Pueblo, Colorado, makes _labor- 
saving devices around the farm by in- 
genious use of scrap material.
